Election/Restrictions

playback device as a marketing tool, classified in class 345, subclass 962. 

IV. Claims 52-54, drawn to a method of marketing a drug, classified in class 434, 
subclass 308. 

V. Claim 55, drawn to a method of communicating fi-om a doctor to a patient, 
classified in class 705, subclass 2. 

VI. Claims 56 and 57, drawn to a method of communicating fi"om a gift-giver to a gift 
receiver, classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons:

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
